lc. Questioned on the SANITZER complex, 3ERGER pointed out that he left 
Vienna in 191*2 for Prague and later served in Klagenfurt. He, therefore, was 
SANITZER' s superior for only about one year. Kost of the members of Gestapo 
Sevtion IV "b, as listed in 11AV-W-3201, were unknown to BERGER and he believes 
that they joined SANITZER 1 s office after BERGER 1 s transfer to Prague. BERGER 
remembered Capt. Hannes BAUER from* the OEGY Funkueberwachung; BAUER is an 
Austrian, who in 19i*3 was sent by the Abwehr on a mission to the Vatican. 

Karl NAAS of the Funks pi el-Gruppe was a North German and is probably no 
longer in Austria. Johann BECHER is probably id/w the Austrian Criminal 
Police officer Johann PBCHA. 

d. Regarding the lawyer ?Japoleon 3ICKART (UAV*S7-3201, para. 10), BERGER 
remembered that he met him in 1937 through 3aron Guido COLARD, then an 
Austrian State Police officer. COLARD, an illegal Nazi, was arrested by 
the Germans in 1939 for having assisted some Jews and other persons in 
leaving German-occupied Austria. COLARD was sent to a concentration canp 
and was released again in 191*1 or 1*2. Sometime afterwards he came again to 
the attention of the State Police when a 7//T message from London was 
intercepted instructing eneny agents to contact COLARD in Vienna. COLARD, 
however, managed to survive the Nazi regime and lives at present in Vienna I, 
Kaemtner strasse. BERGER describes COLARD as a very handsome gentleman, 
very fond of women, and always in need of money. 3ERGER believes that COLARD 
might still be involved in intelligence activities; he and SICHART were close 
friends. 



U BERGER indicated that (Julius) BRUNNER, who remained in Vienna through- 

out the war, knew a great deal more than he about the SANITZER complex. 

Therefore, the employment of BRUNNER alone might be considered
